SOIL 

Our  soil  is  of  a  sandy  nature  but  also  possesses  much  natural  fertility,  and  is 
properly  a  black  sand  and  silt  loam  soil.  This  type  of  soil  produces  excellent  bulbs  and 
a  good  increase  of  stock  from  most  varieties. 

I  find  on  light  colored  sand  that  the  increase  in  many  varieties  is  not  more  than 
half  what  it  is  when  grown  on  the  black  sand. 

The  light  sandy  soil,  however,  will  produce  just  as  tall  spikes  when  plenty  of 
moisture  is  available. 

I  have  read  much  of  wire  worms  in  sod  land  damaging  bulbs  and  this  is  no  doubt 
true  in  some  localities,  but  I  have  grown  a  part  of  my  crop  on  clover  sod  and  bluegrass 
sod  the  past  two  years  and  have  failed  to  see  any  bad  effects  from  this  practice.  Ex¬ 
cept  that  the  bulbs  will  be  a  little  larger  on  the  sod  and  just  as  free  from  disease  as  on 
any  clean  soil.  (The  main  thing  in  harvesting  clean  stock  is  to  plant  clean  stock.) 

FERTILIZER 

I  use  no  fertilizer  on  my  field  grown  stock.  But  each  year  I  experiment  on  a  few 
rows  with  several  kinds  of  commercial  fertilizer. 

1  have  read  that  the  application  of  rock  phosphate  has  produced  more  bulblets 
and  advanced  the  blooming  date  about  seven  days.  I  have  no  doubt  this  proved  true 
where  it  was  tried  out,  but  I  tried  this  in  1928  without  any  noticeable  difference  be¬ 
tween  rows  of  the  same  variety  on  which  it  was  used  and  others  on  which  it  was  not 
used  in  either  earlier  flowers  or  a  greater  production  of  bulblets. 

The  inference  would  be  therefore  that  our  soil  does  not  need  rock  phosphate. 

1  have  used  fertilizer  containing  a  material  amount  of  potash  for  increase  of 
bulblets  and  used  it  according  to  directions  without  noticeable  results.  May  not  have 
had  right  combination  for  my  soil.  Will  try  again. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Vigoro  will  produce  some  additional  top  growth  applied 
about  two  pounds  to  100  feet  of  row  by  covering  bulbs  with  one  inch  of  soil  and  then 
scattering  the  Vigoro  in  the  row  and  then  completing  the  covering,  in  this  way  it  will 
not  wash  away.  It  should  not  be  put  next  to  the  bulbs  however,  nor  should  any  other 
commercial  fertilizer.  However,  to  get  much  benefit  of  this,  the  plant  should  have 
an  ample  amount  of  moisture.  This  fertilizer  might  be  some  help  to  your  exhibition 
stock.  Make  another  application  two  weeks  before  spikes  show  color. 

TREATMENT  FOR  DISEASE 

I  do  not  pretend  to  be  an  authority  on  this  subject,  but  will  give  you  what  in¬ 
formation  I  can,  concisely. 

First,  it  is  easier  to  prevent  disease  than  it  is  to  cure  it.  To  prevent  it,  plant  clean 
stock  which  has  been  treated  before  planting  with  Semesan,  Formaldehyde,  or  cor¬ 
rosive  sublimate,  in  new  soil,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  disease  will  ever  trouble  your 
garden,  providing  same  is  wrell  drained  and  stock  wrell  cured  Defore  placing  in  storage. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Formaldehyde  is  the  best  treatment  to  prevent  scab.  And 
I  think  that  it  will  cure  it,  if  case  is  not  too  bad.  In  using  it,  V2  ounce  to  twro  gallons 
of  water  is  good. 

In  using  any  of  the  three  treatments  I  soak  bulbs  over  night  in  the  solution.  These 
treatments  are  also  used  for  rot. 


STORAGE 

I  have  never  found  disease  developing  in  storage  if  stock  was  treated  before 
planting  and  clean  stock  planted,  and  then  well  cured  and  dried  before  storing.  Your 
storage  should  not  be  too  damp,  this  might  cause  it.  I  like  a  temperature  of  40  degrees 
F.  for  storing,  but  some  cooler  or  warmer  will  not  hurt  if  you  cannot  maintain  the 
suggested  temperature. 

However,  look  your  bulbs  over  now  and  then,  when  in  storage  and  stir  them, 
changing  position  and  letting  in  the  air,  and  they  are  sure  to  come  through  O.K. 
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CUTTING  BULBS 

This  is  quite  a  common  practice  with  growers  and  with  most  varieties  it  is 
successful. 

I  take  no  responsibility  however,  and  do  not  recommend  it,  but  will  tell  you  how 
I  have  done  it. 

It  is  more  often  done  with  high  priced  bulbs  in  order  that  increase  may  be  faster. 

You  find  most  large  bulbs  have  two  or  more  eyes  after  peeling  off  the  husk.  Ster¬ 
ilize  your  knife  before  cutting  each  bulb  by  dipping  in  one  of  three  treatments  for 
disease.  After  which  divide  the  bulb  leaving  at  least  one  eye  to  each  separate  part  of 
the  bulb  that  has  the  root  surface. 

I  have  grown  flowers  from  cut  bulbs  without  any  root  surface,  but  never  from  a 
part  having  root  surface,  but  no  eye. 

After  cutting,  let  the  cut  surface  dry  in  the  sun,  and  in  an  hour  or  two  it  is  ready 
to  plant.  I  do  not  like  sulphur  as  a  treatment,  as  it  may  cause  scab  when  used.  If  you 
follow  this  practice,  there  is  very  little  danger  of  bulb  rotting.  For  exhibition  spikes 
I  would  not  cut  bulb  into  more  than  two  or  three  pieces.  Each  part  should  make  a 
good  flower  spike  and  bulb. 

PEAT  MOSS  AND  RARE  BULBLETS 

I  have  had  very  good  results  in  growing  rare  bulblets  under  a  mulch  of  Peat 
Moss.  Large  bulbs  also  do  well  when  mulched  with  it. 

My  bulblets  of  the  rare  sorts  are  planted  in  beds  seven  by  twenty-five  feet  and 
under  irrigation. 

I  use  a  sharp  pointed  knife  to  carefully  remove  a  part  of  the  hard  shell  from  the 
bulblet  and  it  should  be  done  without  damaging  the  small  bulb.  Then  keep  them  in  a 
wet  cloth  for  a  few  days  at  about  70  degrees  F.  which  starts  them  growing,  and  plant 
in  rows  about  one  inch  apart  and  cover  about  one  and  one-half  inches.  Rows  to 
be  ten  inches  apart. 

Then  after  they  are  up  put  on  your  coat  of  Peat  Moss  about  one  inch  thick  after 
removing  all  weeds  and  leaving  the  little  spikes  standing  up  through  the  Peat  Moss. 
They  will  then  keep  moist  and  require  very  little  weeding,  and  make  a  nice  growth 
and  increase.  This  protects  from  heat,  also  holds  moisture. 

BULBLETS 

Just  a  word  about  bulblets. 

The  common  sorts  are  generally  planted  after  being  soaked  in  water  from  24  to 
48  hours.  Plant  in  flat  bottom  trenches  about  three  to  six  inches  wide  and  very 
thick.  Some  growers  cover  the  bottom  of  the  trench  with  bulblets  and  then  cover 
about  one  and  one-half  to  two  inches.  ‘Early  planting  is  considered  good  because  of 
getting  the  Spring  rains,  which  help  germination. 

In  planting  the  rare  bulblets  you  are,  of  course,  anxious  to  get  100  per  cent  ger¬ 
mination  and  think  if  you  will  carefully  remove  a  part  of  the  hard  shell  of  the  bulblet 
and  then  wrap  in  moist  cloth  and  keep  moist  for  several  days  or  until  sprouted  and 
then  plant  in  good  seed  bed  about  one  or  two  inches  apart  and  cover  with  one  and  one- 
half  to  two  inches  of  soil.  Your  results  will  be  excellent. 

Do  not  peel  until  you  are  ready  to  put  in  moist  cloth. 

PLANTING 

In  our  latitude  I  think  April  15th  the  ideal  time  for  planting  for  early  flowers. 
North  a  little  later  and  South  may  be  a  little  earlier.  And  May  1st  may  be  said  to  be 
the  most  popular  time  of  planting.  If  you  expect  to  exhibit  flowers  then  you  must 
plant  accordingly,  and  one  should  make  a  planting  of  quite  a  number  of  bulbs,  as  the 
number  of  days  from  planting  to  blooming  will  vary  some  with  the  season. 

After  the  first  planting  if  one  will  make  a  planting  about  every  ten  days  or  two 
weeks  until  June  15th,  they  should  have  a  garden  of  beauty  until  frost.  There  is  about 
a  fifty  day  difference  between  the  blooming  dates  of  the  earliest  varieties  and  the  late 
ones.  Then,  if  you  are  planting  medium  sized  bulbs  these  will  generally  bloom  from 
a  week  to  ten  days  later  than  a  large  bulb  in  our  latitude. 
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Most  No.  5  bulbs  will  bloom  and  many  No.  6  bulbs  will  bloom,  but  probably  two 
to  three  weeks  later  than  the  large  bulbs,  and  of  course  the  flowers  will  generally  not 
be  so  large. 

I  plant  large  bulbs  from  three  to  four  inches  deep  and  from  5  to  6  inches  apart. 

Smaller  bulbs  may  be  planted  a  little  more  shallow  and  a  little  closer  together. 

CUTTING 

In  cutting  the  flowers  at  least  four  leaves  should  be  left  and  better  to  leave  flve 
or  six.  A  long  spike  can  be  cut  and  still  leave  five  or  six  leaves,  if  you  will  cut  them 
in  the  morning  when  the  spike  is  brittle,  and  then  scratch  across  the  spike  with 
the  point  of  a  knife  above  the  fourth  leaf  and  holding  the  stalk  below  the  scratch 
with  one  hand  and  the  spike  with  the  other,  it  will  break  out  clean  and  you  will  have 
flve  or  six  leaves  on  the  bulb  to  mature  it.

COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

If  you  are  growing  Glads  in  a  small  way,  but  expect  to  work  into  the  commercial 
field  and  realize  on  them  financially  as  well  as  enjoy  their  beauty,  I  would  say,  the 
rare  ones,  while  they  are  rare,  are  the  best  buy. 

True,  the  price  is  high,  and  will  be  reduced  from  year  to  year,  but  the  increase 
should  more  than  compensate  for  price  reduction,  leaving  you  a  profit. 

WHERE? 

Easton  is  situated  in  Mason  County,  Illinois,  midway  between  Peoria  and  Springfield. 

It  is  on  hard  surfaced  road,  Route  43,  which  comes  west  from  Route  24  at  Mason 
City,  Illinois. 

My  Gardens  are  just  south  of  Easton. 

HELLO!  (Friend  Customer) 

If  you  could  walk  into  my  place  that  is  what  I  would  say  and  you  would  say, 
“Hello,  J.  H.” 

(J.  H.)  Well,  did  you  receive  your  order  O.  K.? 

(F.  C.)  Yes. 

(J.  H.)  Did  it  arrive  in  good  condition? 

(F.  C.)  It  certainly  did,  well  packed  and  wrapped  to  keep  out  the  frost  and  arrived 
in  A-l  condition. 

(J.  H.)  I  am  glad  it  came  through  Q.  K.  That’s  the  way  we  send  them  all  out 
and  with  full  insurance  coverage.  How  did  the  bulbs  look? 

(F.  C.)  Look,  say,  they  were  high  crowned,  heavy,  clean  and  well  matured.  And 
one  thing  that  took  my  eye  was  the  labels  on  the  bags,  every  name  stamped  on  there 
in  ink  and  nothing  to  guess  at.  They  were  sure  a  fine  looking  lot. 

(J.  H.)  Glad  to  hear  that,  and  I  want  to  say  my  instructions  to  my  help  are  to 
send  out  only  that  kind  of  stock.  But  how  were  they  as  to  size? 

(F.  C.)  They  were  mostly  oversize  as  I  remember.  For  medium  size  in  one  variety 
I  got  all  number  one  and  two  bulbs  with  some  over  count,  and  for  six,  I  always  got 
seven  good  bulbs  and  fourteen  or  fifteen  for  every  dozen.  One  lot  of  medium,  I  got 
twice  as  many  No.  5  bulbs.  Guess  you  must  have  been  out  of  the  size  I  ordered.  But 
I  have  no  kick. 

(J.  H.)  Yes,  sometimes  we  run  short  in  a  certain  size  and  then  we  have  to  put 
in  the  next  size  in  the  same  variety,  but  always  try  to  give  our  customers  their  money’s 
worth.  But  we  never  substitute  one  variety  for  another  without  permission.  Hope 
it  was  all  right. 

(F.  C.)  Yes,  that  was  all  right  because  I  got  my  money’s  worth  in  bulbs  that  I 
ordered  and  then  you  put  in  a  lot  of  extras  that  sure  tickled  me.  Some  I  had  wanted 
for  a  long  time  but  did  not  feel  like  spending  the  money  for  right  now.  So  I  can  hardly 
wait  for  Spring  to  come  so  they  can  get  going.  Those  extras  will  add  a  lot  of  class  to 
my  garden  and  make  some  of  my  Glad  Friends  look  twice  when  they  get  to  blooming. 

(J.  H.)  I  am  glad  you  liked  the  shipment  and  hope  I  can  please  you  just  as  well 
next  time,  and  by  the  way,  if  you  will  just  drop  a  hint  as  to  what  varieties  you  would 
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like  in  extras  I  will  try  and  slip  at  least  some  of  them  in  your  order.  This  would  help 
me  a  lot  too  because  when  you  are  pleased  we  are  both  pleased. 

(F.  C.)  Well,  I  must  get  going. 

(J.  H.)  Glad  you  dropped  in  and  that  your  order  was  satisfactory. 

(F.  C.)  What  pleased  me  most  was  the  freedom  from  disease  in  your  bulbs.  Good-bye. 
(J.  H.)  Good-bye,  and  call  again. 

(F.  C.)  I  sure  will. 


BLOOMING  DATES 

You  will  note  in  the  description  after  most  varieties  a  certain  number  of  days 
is  specified. 

This  means  that  for  the  Season  of  1927,  the  first  bloom  opened  that  many  days 
after  planting,  bulbs  being  planted  May  1. 

Some  varieties  have  two  numbers  of  days  in  the  description,  the  second  number 
being  the  time  required  for  first  flower  to  open  the  season  of  1929  and  planting  done 
the  last  of  May. 

You  will  note  that  the  later  bulbs  generally  require  fewer  days  to  bloom,  for  the 
reason  that  the  ground  and  weather  are  warmer  which  hastens  the  growth  and  de¬ 
velopment.  I  submit  the  figures  for  what  they  are  worth. 

The  number  of  days  required  to  bloom  varies  with  the  season,  and  the  latitude,  and 
the  depth  of  planting,  and  whether  planted  early  or  late. 

If  you  are  planting  25  bulbs  of  one  variety,  it  will  probably  require  at  least  ten 
days  time  from  the  opening  of  the  first  bloom  to  the  opening  of  the  last,  as  there  is 
always  a  variation  in  bulbs  of  the  same  size  and  variety.

With  the  exception  of  a  few  large  bulbs  for  exhibition,  I  plant  only  No.  5  and  No.  6 
stock,  and  bulblets  to  insure  young,  healthy,  vigorous  stock  for  my  customers.  I  offer 
practically  all  virgin  bulbs.  Full  of  beauty,  life  and  vitality.  All  stock  treated  before 
planting.

RULES  USED  IN  JUDGING 

Color  Classifications 

Adopted  by  the  American  Gladiolus  Society  as  recommended  by  the  Classification 
Committee  for  use  at  Gladiolus  Exhibitions. 

The  following  color  families  will  serve  to  properly  place  the  different  varieties 
in  their  correct  classes. 

PINK — All  of  the  light  tints  of  spectrum  Red  which  do  not  have  the  Violet  hue 
of  Rose  Pink,  nor  the  Orange  hue  of  Salmon  Pink. 

RED — All  of  the  tints,  shades  and  hues  nearest  spectrum  Red  which  do  not  have 
the  Violet  hue  of  Rose,  nor  the  Orange  hue  of  Scarlet. 

DARK  RED — All  of  the  dark  shades  of  Red  which  do  not  have  Violet  hue  enough 
to  place  them  in  the  Purple  family,  nor  Orange  enough  to  be  Brown. 

SALMON  PINK — Tints  of  Orange  and  Red  Orange  hues. 

SCARLET — Intermediate  hues  of  Red  and  Orange  with  enough  Orange  to  make 
decidedly  brilliant  color. 

CREAM,  BUFF  and  FLESH— Tints  of  Orange-Yellow  and  Yellow  hues. 

ORANGE— Tints  and  shades  of  hues  nearest  Orange. 

YELLOW — Tints  of  hues  nearest  the  Yellow  scale. 

PALE  VIOLET — The  lighter  tints  of  Violet  which  do  not  show  the  decided  Red 
hue  of  Rose  Pink. 

Violet— Tints,  shades  and  hues  nearest  Violet. 

ROSE  PINK— Light  tints  of  the  Violet  Red  hues. 

ROSE— Hues  of  Violet  Red  darker  than  Rose  pink,  yet  not  dark  enough  for  the 
Purple  family. 

PURPLE— Shades  of  Violet-Red  hues  too  dark  for  the  Rose  family,  but  with  more 
Violet  factor  than  Dark  Red  family. 

WHITE — Predominating  color,  White. 

ANY  OTHER  COLOR — Combinations  which  cannot  be  readily  placed  in  any  of 
the  above  families;  such  as  the  “smoky”  kinds  and  those  which  show  about  equal 
quantity  of  various  colors. 

GREENS  and  BLUES  are  omitted  as  we  have  no  specimens  which  can  be  truly 
placed  in  these  families. 

As  used  above,  tint  means  lighter  than  the  fundamental  color,  while  shade  is  darker. 

A  hue  is  intermediate  between  two  fundamental  colors,  as  a  hue  Red  and  Orange. 
In  like  manner  we  get  a  Violet-Red  hue  which  becomes  our  Rose  family,  while  the 
lighter  tints  are  classed  as  Rose  Pink  and  the  darker  shades  our  Purple  family. 

It  is  comparatively  easy  to  correctly  place  any  variety  in  its  proper  class.  Just 
take  a  few  specimen  spikes  and  view  them  at  a  distance  of  about  ten  feet,  and  away 
from  any  confusing  colors.  The  predominating  color  may  then  readily  be  determined. 

Ridgway’s  Color  Standard  and  Nomenclature  is  our  Official  Color  Guide. 

IN  A  GENERAL  WAY  THE  COMMITTEE  DEFINES  THE 
DIFFERENT  TYPES  AS  FOLLOWS; 

Exhibition : 

In  preparing  the  rating  schedule  for  the  Exhibition  Class  we  have  attempted  to 
visualize  the  ideal  Gladiolus  from  a  connoisseur’s  viewpoint. 

It  should  have  a  long  bud  spike,  many  open  at  once,  large  florets,  well  placed,  and 
of  attractive  form  and  pleasing  color. 

Commercial : 

The  ideal  Commercial  Type  is  that  best  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  general 
florist’s  trade  at  the  present  time. 

Primulinus  Grandiflorus: 

The  ideal  of  this  type  combines  the  size  and  dignity  of  the  Exhibition  Type  with 
the  gracefulness  and  beauty  of  the  Primulinus.

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CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

The  Way  to  Grow  Good  Glads 
(As  Approved  by  the  American  Gladiolus  Society) 

CARE  OF  NEW  BULBS.  When  bulbs  arrive,  open  package  at  once  to  admit  air.  If 
not  wanted  to  plant  soon,  store  in  cool,  dry  place.  A  canned  fruit  cellar  is  just  right. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  When  the  trees  native  to  your  vicinity  are  unfolding  their  leaves. 
Then  all  dangers  of  damaging  frosts  are  past.  From  then  until  last  of  June. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT.  In  beds,  rows,  borders,  etc.  ,and  among  other  light  rooted  plants 
Plant  in  open,  sunny  places  not  too  near  buildings  nor  close  to  foundations. 
Buildings  shade  and  retard  development,  or  reflect  strong  sunlight  and  burn.  Lack 
of  free  drainage,  sunshine  and  aeration  as  well  as  ingredients  in  mortar  make  un¬ 
fertile  and  sour  soils.  Keep  away  from  trees  and  heavy  rooted  shrubs  especially. 

KIND  OF  SOIL.  A  sandy-loam  is  best.  Works  freely,  retains  moisture,  and  is  produc¬ 
tive.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  do,  but  some  require  more  work  to  keep  loose,  to 
keep  weeds  down,  etc. 

HOW  TO  PLANT.  Manure  well  in  the  fall.  In  spring  at  planting  time,  use  only  well 
rotted  manures  or  commercial  fertilizers.  If  manures  are  not  available,  use  leaves 
sprinkled  with  sheep  fertilizers  and  some  lime.  Cow  or  hog  better  than  chicken 
or  horse  manures.  Will  not  burn  if  used  heavy,  and  better  chemical  element 
content  for  flowers.  Spade  not  less  than  8  or  10  inches  deep.  Pulverize  manures 
and  soil  THOROUGHLY.  Open  rows  or  trenches  6  inches  deep,  18  or  20  inches 
apart.  Set  large  bulbs  in  trenches  the  width  of  the  bulbs  apart.  Farther  apart 
if  you  care  to  but  not  closer.  Smaller  bulbs  not  set  so  deep.  Six  inches  is  deep 
planting.  Slows  appearance  of  sprout  through  ground  but  protects  from  late  frosts, 
will  stand  heavy  winds  and  extreme  hot  or  rainy  weather  better.  Cover  bulbs 
with  an  inch  of  soil  then  sprinkle  liberally  with  sheep  fertilizer,  bone  meal  or 
complete  slaughter  house  tankage.  Fill  in  rest  of  trench  with  soil  and  FIRM  DOWN 
by  walking  on  rows  or  with  lawn  roller  to  eliminate  air  pockets  around  bulbs.  If 
soil  is  dry  when  planted,  water  thoroughly  after  planting.  If  planted  in  beds  set 
bulbs  about  6  inches  apart. 

HOW  TO  MARK.  Put  in  stakes  and  label  each  variety  as  planted.  Stakes  in  deep  to 
avoid  being  pulled  out  in  cultivating.  Unless  water-proof  ink,  use  lead  pencil  for 
marking  labels.  Common  ink  will  fade  from  rains  and  watering. 

CULTIVATING.  Keep  soil  loose  and  free  from  weeds  ALWAYS. 

Never  permit  caking  or  crusting  of  soil  after  rains  or  watering.  Keep  cultivating. 
The  more  you  do,  the  better  your  plants  and  flowers  for  many  reasons. 

FERTILIZING.  Use  plenty  of  sheep  fertilizer,  tankage  or  bone  meal.  All  or  each. 
Each  has  some  content  the  others  lack.  Bone  meal  good  but  slow.  If  nitrates  and 
ammonias  are  used,  BE  CAREFUL.  Use  them  only  between  rows  and  never  permit 
on  plants.  They  are  strong  and  stimulants  more  than  foods. 

WATERING.  Water  when  necessary  then  soak  them.  Sprinkling  has  tendency  to  draw 
roots  UP  for  moisture.  Send  the  water  DOWN  to  the  roots.  Unless  very  dry,  once 
a  week  is  usually  enough. 

BLOOMS.  Cut  flower  spike  when  first  bud  is  open.  Keep  spikes  in  water.  Change 
water  and  cut  end  of  spike  off  slanting,  daily.  Use  a  knife  for  all  cutting.  Shears 
crush  and  close  channels  in  stem  so  water  cannot  pass  through  to  buds.  In  cutting 
spike,  leave  4  to  6  leaves  on  plant  to  mature  bulbs. 

DIGGING.  Dig  when  foliage  is  turning  brown,  but  always  before  freezing  weather. 
Cut  off  foliage  close  to  bulb.  Dry  in  open  air  a  few  days,  but  keep  from  frost. 
Store  for  a  few  weeks,  then  divide  new  bulbs  and  bulblets  from  mother  bulb  and 
old  roots.  Always  keep  label  and  name  with  each  variety.  Clean  up  and  store 
for  winter. 
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STORAGE.  Store  in  cigar  or  other  shallow  wooden  boxes.  Paste  label  on  box  and  mark 
variety  plainly.  Do  not  crowd  because  of  danger  of  mixing  varieties.  Store  in  a 
cool,  dry  place.  A  temperature  of  about  40  degrees  F.  A  canned  fruit  cellar  is 
exactly  right  if  not  too  damp. 

REMEMBER.  GOOD  bulbs,  plenty  of  sun,  food,  water  and  cultivating  is  all  you  need 
to  raise  PRIZE  WINNING  GLADS.
